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National  Merit  Scholarship  Semifinalists  Announced 


On  Wednesday,  Sept.  28.  Mr. 
Carter  announced  in  chapel  the 
name  of  this  school's  four  Na- 
tional Merit  Scholarship  Semifinal- 
ists. They  are:  Nicholas  R.  Baum, 
John  P.  Chaffin,  Richard  King,  and 
J.  Morgan  Kousser.  These  stu- 
dents are  among  thirty-three  from 
Davidson  County  and  approxi- 
mately ten  thousand  across  the 
nation  that  were  chosen  semifinal- 
ists as  the  results  of  tests  given 
in  the  spring  of  the  junior  year. 
The  semifinalists  will  take  the  Col- 
lege Board  Aptitude  Tests  on  Dec. 
3,  1960,  and  if  their  scores  bear 
out  the  scores  on  the  first  test, 
they  will  become  finalists  (ap- 
proximately 95%  of  the  semifinal- 
ists become  finalists).  If  they 
become  finalists,  the  winners  of  the 
scholarships  will  be  picked  on  the 
basis  of  scores,  acadei 
leadership,  and  ouW 

The  Merit  Scholarship  Program 
is  now  in  its  sixth  year,  having 
been  founded  in  1955  with  grants 
from  the  Ford  Foundation  and  the 
Carnegie  Corporation.  The  Na- 
tional Merit  Scholarship  Corpora- 
tion and  sponsors  have  already 
given  direct  financial  assistance 
to  nearly  4,000  students  and  their 
colleges.  The  stipend  of  the  schol- 
arship ranges  from  $400-$6,000  de- 
pending upon  the  student's  need. 
All  Finalists  receive  Certificates 
of  Merit  attesting  to  their  high 
ability,  and  the  President  of  the 
Corporation,  John  M.  Stalnaker. 
stated  that,  “Merit  Semiflna lists 
represent  the  most  promising 
brains  in  the  nation.  From  this 
group  of  able,  attractive  students 
will  come  the  scholars  and  intel- 
lectual leaders  of  tomorrow." 

Nicholas  R.  Baum  was  bom  in 
Tampa,  Florida,  and  has  since 
lived  in  several  New  York  cities. 
In  1958,  he  came  to  Nashville, 
where  he  entered  MBA.  Sub- 
sequently, he  has  been  active  in 
the  Math  Club  and  on  The  Bell 
Ringer  business  staff,  and  this  year 
has  joined  Junior  Achievement.  As 
he  is  interested  in  an  engineering 
career,  Nick  plans  to  go  to  the 
Case  Institute  of  Technology  in 
Cleveland,  Ohio. 

John  P.  Chaffin  was  born  in 
Nashville,  but  lived  in  Kansas, 
Texas,  California,  and  Florida  be- 
fore coming  back  to  Nashville  in 
1951.  He  went  to  Parmer  School, 
and  in  the  ninth  grade  came  to 
MBA.  John's  major  activities 
have  been  many.

Kennedy's  Trip 
To  Tennessee 

On  Wednesday,  September  21, 
John  Kennedy,  Democratic  Presi- 
dential candidate,  toured  the  state 
of  Tennessee,  speaking  at  Tri- 
cities, Knoxville,  Nashville,  and 
Memphis.  Speaking  at  Tri-Cities 
and  Knoxville,  he  lashed  out  at 
Vice-President  Nixon  for  his  turn- 
ing his  back  on  T.V.A:  then  he 
came  on  by  plane  to  Nashville, 
where  he  was  greeted  at  the  air- 
port by  a tremendous  motorcade 
of  enthusiastic,  and,  for  the  most 
part,  youthful  supporters.  I was 
the  M.B.A.  representative  at  this 
gathering.  The  motorcade,  led  by 
the  convertible  in  which  Senator 
Kennedy  rode,  poured  into  town 
to  receive  an  extremely  enthusias- 
tic ovation  from  supporters  in 
Memorial  Square,  as  well  as  waves 
from  many  people  along  the 
streets. 

In  his  speech  at  Memorial 
Square,  Kennedy  stated  that  the 
years  of  the  Eisenhower  Adminis- 
tration have  been  marked  by 
“stagnation  and  vetoed  in  nearly 
all  the  respects  of  our  national 
life.”  He  called  his  policy  of  the 
New  Frontier  “The  challenge  to 
all  Americans  to  rebuild  our  na- 
tion and  our  national  strength-to 
strive  towards  new  heights  of 
greatness-to  start  America  mov- 
ing again.  “Our  program,  "he  went 
on,”  is  to  build  the  strength  of 
this  country  and  to  build  its 
domestic  economy.  I don’t  say 
life  will  be  easy  if  the  Democrats 
win  this  election,  but  I say  that 
this  area,  this  country  will  move 
again.  1 ask  your  help  in  this 
campaign  as  we  cross  the  new 
frontier  into  The  60’s.”  In  regard 
to  the  statements  Mr.  Nixon  made 
the  previous  day  concerning  a 
moratorium  on  criticism  of  Amer- 
ican policy  for  the  period  of  Mr. 
Khrushchev’s  stay  in  the  U.S.,  Mr. 
Khrushchev  was  not  impressed  by 
words  at  speeches  or  debates,  but 
only  by  “strength,  power,  and  our 
vitality  as  a free  society.”

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Improvements 
On  the  Campus 

Many  improvements  have  been 
effected  on  the  campus  during  the 
past  summer.

The 
doors  of  the  Currey  Gymnasium 
and  the  entrance  to  Study  Hall 
were  also  repainted.  The  oft- 
painted  cannons  received  a new 
coat — as  did  the  flagpole  through 
tfie  aid  of  the  Nashville  Fire  De- 
partment. 

In  the  dining  hall,  the  plaster- 
ing and  painting  of  the  walls  was 
completed.  The  steps  of  the  din- 
ing hall  were  covered  with  a rub- 
ber mat  which  was  already  on  the 
other  steps  in  the  Ball  Building. 
In  addition,  five  of  the  old  tables 
were  replaced  with  formica-top 
tables  and  individual  folding 
chairs.  Present  plans  call  for 
other  improvements  in  the  dining 
hall  in  the  near  future. 

Other  improvements  included 
the  placing  of  new  desks  in  Mrs. 
Thompson’s  room  and  the  opening 
of  another  classroom  in  the  Science 
Building  for  Miss  Morris. 

In  addition  many  improvements 
have  been  made  outside.  All  the 
tennis  courts  have  been  resur- 
faced. The  wiring  has  been  re- 
placed on  the  scoreboard.  Nu- 
merous sections  in  the  grandstand 
have  been  repaired.  Also  much 
money  has  been  spent  for  prun- 
ing and  removing  trees  on  the 
campus. 

Now  that  we  are  all  aware  of 
the  improvements,  let  us  do  our 
part  in  maintaining  M.B.A.’s  fine 
facilities.

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Nixon's  Trip 
To  Tennessee 

On  Thursday,  Oct.  6,  about 
twenty  thousand  people  gathered 
at  Memorial  Square  to  greet  Vice- 
President  Nixon  on  his  first  visit 
to  Nashville.  Present  on  the  plat- 
form were  the  Olympic  Gold 
Medal  winners  from  Tennessee 
Agricultural  and  Industrial  Col- 
lege. 

After  an  excellent  introduction 
by  Mr.  James  Stahlman,  editor  of 
the  NashiHlle  Banner,  Mr.  Nixon 
welcomed  the  crowds  and  pro- 
ceeded to  set  forth  the  Republican 
position  during  this  campaign.  He 
offered  as  proof  of  the  Republican 
success  the  great  number  of 
schools  and  hospitals  built  and  the 
number  of  jobs  secured  during 
the  Republican  administration  of 
the  past  eight  years.  He  favored 
limited  federal  spending  for  the 
coming  years  in  regard  to  domes- 
tic affairs  because  he  is  in  favor 
of  state  and  local  solution  of 
problems  and  federal  intervention 
only  when  absolutely  necessary. 

As  to  the  question  of  civil 
rights,  Mr.  Nixon  stated  that  Mr. 
Khrushchev  “who  has  enslaved 
millions  and  slaughtered  thou- 
sands” should  not  be  able  to  come 
to  our  country  and  say  that  we 
are  not  granting  civil  rights.  Thus 
it  is  necessary  that  we  secure  con- 
ditions that  all  men  are  granted 
equal  opportunity  as  provided  by 
the  Constitution. 

Mr.  Nixon  went  on  to  add  that 
this  country  is  at  a high  in  inter- 
national prestige,  as  is  evidenced 
by  the  defeat  of  the  Communist 
block  at  the  recent  meeting  of  the 
United  Nations,  but  during  the 
next  ten  years  we  can  and  must 
progress  in  order  to  remain  the 
inspiration  of  the  free  world.
